Pretldent Speaks a Good Word on 
Behajf of American Sailors. 

RECEPTION AT THE HOME OF MOODY.

HftTcrhlll, Mass., Aug. 27.— Prei! 
dent Roosevelt wm greeted here by t 
crowd whfth packed the route through 
which he was driven from the station 
to Washington square, where he de- 
llTcred a 20-ininute addreaa ud filled 
an BTatlahlc space around the stand 
from which he Bpokf. 

The decorations along the route 
were the most elaborate ever seen in 
this vlcinltjr. Constant cheering pre 
Vttlltd from the time that the presi 
dtnt arrived until he begun his ad 
dress and interruptions occurred 
while he spolie. The president said: 

"Naturally, at the home of Becre 
tary Moody, I should like to say a word 
or two about the navy. You see that 
when one Masaachusetts man would 
leave the navy (l< imrtni< nt 1 hail to 
find another Massachusetts man to 
tahe hto place. I think whenever we 
touch on the navy we are sure of a 
hearty response from any American 
audience. 

"The entire country is vitally inter 
etted ia the navy, because an efflctent 
navy of an adequate size is not only 
the best guarantee of peace, but It is 
also the surcBt iix aiLs for seeing that 
If war does not come, the result shall 
b« honorable to our good name and 
favorable to our national interesU. 
Any great nation must be peculiarly 
sensitive to two things: Stain on the 
national honor at home and disgrace 
to the national arms abroad Our hon- 
or at home, our home in domestic and 
internal afTatrs. is at all times in 
our own Ueepiiin ami depends simply 
upon the national possession of an 
awakened public conscience. But the 
only way to make our honor as affect- 
ed, not by our own deeds, but by the 
.leeds of Others, is ^ readiness in ad 
vance. 

"In three great crlslses fn our hi* 
tory during the 19tb century, in the 
war of 1812. In the civil war and again 
in the Spanish war. the navy rendered 
to the nation services of literally in- 
calcuable worth. In the civil war we 
bad to meet antagonisU even more 
prepared at sea than we were. On 
both other ocraslons we encountered 
foreign foes and the flghting was done 
entirely by shljis built U)vti in advance 
and by officers and crews who had 
been trained during years of sea ser 
vice for the supreme day which lor 
their qualities were put to loyal test 

'It was this prepar.'dii.'^^s which was 
the true secret of the enormous differ- 
ence in efficiency between our navy 
and the Spanish navy. Annapolis 1«, 
with the sole exception of its sister 
academy at West Point, the most typi- 
cally democratic and American school 
ot learning and preparation that there 
Is In the entire country. 

"There each man enters on his mer- 
its, stands on his merits, and gradu- 
ates into a service where only his 
merit would enable him to be of value. 

"The good work of building up the 
navy must go on without eeaeiof. The 
modern warship cannot with advant- 
age be allowed to rust in disuse. It 
mult be used In active service even in 
time of peace. This means that there 
must be a constant replacement of the 
ineffective by the effective. The work 
of building up and keeping up our 
navy !■ therefore one which needs oui 
constant and unflagging vigilance. 

"Our navy Is now efficient; but we 
must be content with no ordinary de- 
gree of efficiency. Every effort must 
l)« made to bring It over nearer to 
perfection. In making such effort the 
prime factor to to have at the head of 
the navy such a man as Mr Moody: 
and the next to bring home to our 
people as a whole the need of thor- 
oogb and ample preparation in ad 
Taaee." ■ 

President at Lowell. 

T.owpll, Mass., Aug. 27.— For 25 min- 
utes this city entertained the presi- 
dent of the United States and then 
watched him depart for New Hamp- 
shire and Maine, giving him a hearty 
cheer as the train puUed out The 
president left Boston at 1:16 o'ctock. 
On the run to this place the towns or 
West Medford, Winchester and North 
Billerlen turned out immense crowds 
and gave • rottslng cheer as the train 
passed by. At each plsoe he prMl- 
dent appeared on the platform and 
acknowledge the greetings. The spe- 
pStraln arrived here at 9:lJ* a m 
and its arrival was signaled by the 
firing of a presldentW salute by the 
h^al millUt nnd the O. A. R. pertorm- 



ed guard duty. The sidewalks about 
the station were thronged with peo- 
ple and the Common, which was the 
scene of the real reception, was filled 
with humaaltjr. Acting Mayor Bad 
ger and a committee of the city gov- 
ernment met the presidential party at 
the BtaUon and were presented by 
Charles M. Allen, former governor of 
Porto Rico.

BAIL BOAD BO BBERS 

Vail to Get Valnable* After Holding 

Up ti TrHln. 
Spokane, Wash.. Aug. 27.— A North- 
em Paciflc passenger train was held 
up at Saadpoint. Idaho.- 68 miles east 

of here. The robbers, of whom there 

were seven, forced the engineer to 
stop the train, after which they un- 
coupled the l)aggage car. Then they 
compelled the engineer at the point 
of a revolver to pull up the track 
about three miles further, where they 
tried to wreck the baggage ,car with 
dynamite. The explosives failed to 
work and after spending 16 minutes 
with the oar the robbers decamped, al- 
lowing the engineer to go back to the 
train with his engine. Two other 
bandits utiarded the train, keeping the 
passengers inside by firing revolvers 
along the sides. No attempt was made 
to molest the passengers and after the 
engine came back the other robbers 
left and the train came on to Spokane. 
The train was in charge of Conductor 
William Gilbert of Helena and was 
heavily loaded. 

What Corn Crop Needs. 
Washington. Aug. S7.— Following is 
the agricultural department's weekly 
summary of crop conditions: As a 

whole, the weather conditions east ot 
the Rocky mountains have not been 
favorable, beinc too cool in the north- 
em districts eastward of the Missouri 
valley, with too much moisture In por- 
tions of the central valleys, while ex- 
cessively hot in the southern states. 
Although cool, the conditions were 
fairly favorable for maturing crops in 
the Ohio valley and over 'the northern 
portion of the middle Atlantic states, 
as well as on the Pacific coast. Corn 
is greatly in need of warm, dry weath- 
er throughout the northern portion of 
the com belt, where the abnormally 
cool weather of the past two weeks 
has greatly retarded its maturity. 

Military Maneuvers. 

Fisher's Island, N. Y., Aug. 27— For 
several hours after midnight the 
searchlight of the army station at 
Napatree Point, off Watch Hill, ex- 
changed signals with a' light at Fort 
Tnimbull. New London, presumably 
ctrnveyliiK Information to the army of- 
ficers regarding preparations for the 
war game between the army and 
navy which to to begin next Friday at 
midnight. Summer residents of this 
island have been deeply Interest- 
ed in the plans for tiie maneuvers 
and the presence of a large camp uf 
artillery men among whom the strict 
discipline of actual war time Is al- 
ready enforced, has of late added to 
that interest. 

Conspiracy Charged. 
Lansing, Mich., Aug. 27.— A decid- 
ed change was made in the cases of 
Messrs. Hunter, Bickerstaff, Kauffer 
and Woodworth, of the Henderson- 
Am e.s company of Kalamasoo, who 
were charged with perjury in their 
testlniciiy before the Kiand jury In 
State militia clothing fraud cases. The 
diarge of perjury was withdrAwn and 
one of conspiracy to defraud the 
state submitted therefore. The latter 
is the same charpe that Colonel Eli 
R Sutton, now a fugitive from Justice 
tried on. 

Strike Threatened. 
Chicago, Aug. 27.— Grave possibili- 
ties of a strike that may tie up all the 
street railway lines of the west and 
north sides of this city confront the of- 
ficials of the Union Traction company. 
By an overwhelming vote the local 
union of the Amalgamated association 
of employes refused to accept the pro- 
position made by President Roach 
sereral days ago. 

Death of Peter 8. Hoe. 
New York, Aug. 27.— Peter 8. Hoe, 
the last surviving member of the orig- 
inal firm of R. Hoe ft Co.. manufactur- 
ers of printing presses, is dead at Up- 
per Montclair, N. J., from heart dls- 
Mr. Hoe was born in New York 
81 years ago! In 1890 he retired from 
the firm and has 41ved since then In 
New Jersey. 

Primsries In South Csrollrta.

Summit Hill. Pa.. Aug. 87«— Excite- 
ment prevails throughout Panther 
Creek district. At daybreak the strik- 
ers ay cm bled to prevent non-union 
men from going to work. Anticipat- 
ing trouble. Major Qearbart sent two 
companies of soldiers in trolley carb 
from camp In .Militia park to this 
place and their presence prevented a 
i>ossible outbreak. Several non- 
unkmtots had been attacked and the 
town was in a turmoil. The soldien 
escorted the workmen through the 
mob that had collected and placed 
them in safety on the cars which car- 
ried them to their work. 

Veeeey's Visit 
Wllkesbarre, Pa.. Aug. 27. — Charles 

S. Vessey. the mysterious visitor who 
came to this city and held a two hours' 
conference with i'resident Mitchell ot 
the United Mine Workers reumed to 
New York. He declined to say who 
he represented or what his mission 
was. Mr. Mitchell says Mr. Vessey s 
visit to town had nothing to do with a 
settlement of the coal strike. The 
authorities of the I.ACkawanna com- 
pany threaten to enter suit against the 
authorities of Duryea borough. It Is 
alleged that a number of constables of 
the boroun^ arrested two employes of 
ihe company without cause. 

Non-Unlen Men Turned Back. 
Hazleton, Pa., Aug. 27. — Suspecting 
that another attempt would be made 

to resume operations at the No. 4tf 
colliery of the Lehigh Valley Coal 
company, many strikers' |)ickets were 
stationed along all ot the approaches 
to the mine. Most of the non-union- 
ists who attempted to reach the col- 
liery were turned back, but no seri- 
ous trouble occurrt'd. Three slril<erR 
who are alleNjed to have participated 
in the riot at No. 40 colliery, are un- 
der arrest. Other arrests are ezpeot- 
'ed. 

Conference ef Operatere. 

New York, Aug. 27. — President 
George F. Baer of the Philadelphia and 
Reading roail was in conference with 
J. P. Morgan, presumably to discuss 
the coal strike. Mr. Steel, of the firm 
Of J. P. Morgan * Co.. and Mr Stoles- 
bury, the Philadelphia partner of Mr. 
Morgan's firm, wert. present at the 
oonfereuce. 

Mste Csdesa Lest. 

San Francisco, Aug. 27. — The fishing 
schixmer Stanley, which has returned 
from Hering sea. reports that on May 
18 Second Mate Cadoza was lost dur- 
ing a storm in Bristol Bay. His dory, 
watorlofiKed and empty, was iiicked 
up several days later. On June 8 lour 
dories were hidden from sight by a 
dense fog. One of them, that of Mer- 
lin Scofin, was never seen again and 
Scofln Is supposed to have been lost. 
Another of the missing dories, con- 
taining John Quist, was picked up by 
. the Stanley after an absence of four 
, dayn aad three nights. Qulst was fee- 
ble from hunger and exposure. 

Sailors' Club hiouse. 
San Francisco, Aug. 27. — The move- 
ment In behalf of the establishment of 
a club house for United States sailors' 
at Vallejo has itrcj^r' s.-< d f^alisfac- 
tory that the committee in charge felt 
Justified in having a design prepared 
of the building. It will be sifuated on 
a lot opposite the Mare Island navy 
yard, on land purchased for that pur- 
pose with the pri/.e money obtained by 
Captain B H McCalla of the United 
States navy during the Spanish-Amer- 
ican war, which he set aside for this 
object. 

Russis's Foreign Trsds. 

St Petersburg. Aug. 27.— The offic- 
ial reixirf on Russia's foreign trade 
for the first four months of 1^02 shows 
the American importations to be vir- 
tually the same as in 1900, apparently 
indicating that Russian buyera have 
become fully convinced It Is better to 
buy American machinery in spite of 
the discriminating duty against it. 
The comparative figures for IVOO. li)Ul 
and 1002, ars respectively |8.MO,ooo. 
17,158,000, snd 18,913,500. In tJie 
meantime German and British imports 
have fallen^ 

Headed For Berlin. 
Rome, Aug. 27 — King Victor Em- 
manuel left Racconigl for Berlin. He 
was given a hearty farewell by the 
crowds. Signer Prlnettl. the mlntoter 
of foreign affairs, will Jolft ^9 fetag 
later on. 



GENERAL MILES 

M'lll Not Interfpre With ^ut>ordlnatef> 
III l'hiil|>|iineii. 

Washington. Aug. 27. — President 
Roosevelt's order to Oeneral MUet to 
visit the Philippines reached the war 
department in the mail. General 
Miles is Instructed to "proceed about 
Sept. 15 to Ihe Philippines to Inspect 
the army there with reference to in- 
struction, discipline and supplies." it 
is the understanding that in that ca- 
pacity, though of superior rank, (leii 
eral Miles will not interfere in any 
way with either General Chaffee or 
his successor. General Davis, In the 
direction of the army in Philippines. 
He will critically examine the condi- 
tion as he finds them, devoting his at- 
tention entirely to matters of army ad- 
ministration and not to political af- 
falra, and the results of his work will 
be embodied In a set of reports. Some 
g\icW work as this was underisken a 
few months ago" by Inspector (leneral 
Breckenridge, who lias prei>ared a vol- 
uminous set of reports, which have 
not yet been published, making sug- 
gestions tnr the betterment of the 
military service at every point from 
t raiisiK)rtation down tr) discipline, ac- 
euuuuents and supplies. 

In the absence from this city of Gen- 
eral Miles no one at army headquadt- 
ers Is fully authorized to discuss de- 
tails of his projected trip. Hut it Is 
believed here thai he will be accom- 
panied by at least two members of his 
staff, namely. Lieutenant Colonel 
Whitney and Colonel Reber, the lat- 
ter his son-in-law. 

Colonel .Mans, who is the Inspect- 
ing officer of the staff, also aiay ac- 
company General Miles If his health, 
which to somewhat impaired at pres 
ent. permits. 

Leaving about Sept. ir>. and allow- 
ing a mouth for a lour of inspect i<m 
of the principal islands of the archi- 
pelago. General Miles should return 
to Washington early li^ January, next. 

The transports Crook, Sheridan and 
Thomas are now lying at San Fran- 
cisco. The Sheridan will sail on the 
first of September and the Thomas, 
according to present arrangements, 
will start on Sept 16. In case the 
Thomas should not be ready to sail on 
that date, the Crook would go In her 
stead. All of these vessels have line 
accommodations, and are well equip- 
|)ed to make the voyage of General 
Miles a very comforiable one. 

Constitutional Question Invilvcd. 
San Francisco. Aug. 27.— The feder- 
al courts have been called upon to de- 
termine the constitutionality of cer- 
tain provisions of the treaty l)etwe<ii 
this country and I'rance proelaimeil ' ti 
Aug 12. 1853. The issue has arisen 
out of the Imprisonment of Francoto 

I. eberne. a French sailor, by Chief of 
Police Wiltnian. in compliance with 
the request of I'micli consul. Henry 
Ballemagne, who invoked as authority 
a clause of the treaty named which 
confers exclusive Jurtodiction ovei 
French merchant vessels on French 
consular offirers. Ex-Governor James 

II. Hudd, at the request of the Sailors' 
union, applied to Judge DeKaven. in 
the United States district court, for a 
writ of habeas corpus for Leberae on 
the main issue that the treaty under 
which he has been arrested and is 
now confined is contrary to the consti- 
tution of the United States. 

No Grounds For Divorce. 

New York, .\ug.. 27.— Justice Sprlnj; 
of the New York supreme court, sit- 
ting In the appellate division, has 
handed down a d(>clslon in which h<' 
holds that gross extravagance and \ 
forgery committed by a wife to raise j 
money do not in this state constitute ' 
a cause of action for a limited divorce. I 
and he therefore refuses to reveree 
the action of the lower court which 
dismissed the enniphiini in a suit ^ 
brought on the grounds mentioned. In 
discussing the case Justice Spring is 
quoted as having said: "A husband 
takes a wife for better or worse and 
bceause she docs not conform ber ex- 
penditure to his notions of economy Is 
not a ground for casting her from him. 

Engaged to Marry. 
St. Petersburg. Aug 27.— Gossip is 
going the rounds to the effect that the 
Grand Duke Alexandrovltcb, known 
outside his own country as the czaro- 
vlt/.. Is engaged to many the second 
daughter of the Grand Duchess Anas- 
tasla, of Mecklenburg-Schferin, the 
Duchess Cecile Augustine Marie, who 
is of the same refined, delicate type 
of beauty as her sister, who married 
Prince Christian of Denmark. The 
Grand Duke Michael celebrates bto 
24tb birthday Nov. 24 next and the 
Duchees iedlo enters her 17th year 
after thto month. 

Bombarded La Qusirs. 

Washington, Atig. 27. — United States 
Minister Rowen at Caracas. Vene/uela, 
advises the state department by tele- 
graph that a government warship re- 
cently arriving at La Gualra reports 
for two days she bombarded Ciuadad 
Poliver, after which she withdrew, 
having exhausted her ammunition.

SOsrts to Restvlet the Bnslaess t* 
Mnggestloa of the Oovernee Are

Columbu««. O., Aug. 27 —There were 
legislative conferences all over town 
on the code bill. Upon the invitation 
of Speaker McKinnon. a number ot 
the members of the house met in par- 
lor F at the Chittenden hotel, where 
tbey discussed plans for the propei 
consideration of the code in the house. 

Speaker McKinnon gave out a state- 
ment In which he agrees with Senator 
Fbraker that the Nash code or any oth« 
er arbitrary form of government for 
all the cities of the state, will be a 
failure. Mr. McKinnon said: 

"The practical operation of the gov- 
ernor's code will demonstrate that It 

is unsiiited to all the numerous mu- 
nicipalities to which It will apply. The 
only way to permanently solve the 
problem Is the adoption of an amend- 
ment to the constitution, permitting 
the classification of cities. There 
should be four grades, based uiioa 
populations of ."..(mki. i;.'..imiii. ioo.OOO 
and all above lOU.UOO. Then we should 
have a sufficient variety of govern- 
mental systems to fully meet the di- 
versified necessities of every munici- 
pal division In the state. The resolu- 
tion should be submitted to the vot- 
ers at the eiectkm to be held in the 
fall of 1903." 

The introduction of a bill ia the sen- 
ate, by Mr. Thomiison, bearing upon a 
subject, other than the code and the 
repeal of the Rover act. which were 
recommended by the governor as the 
only two which should be considered 
at the special session, provoked a live- 
ly discussion and the settlement of 
the (luestion as to wln'tber the d<nirs 
should be opened to all sorts of legis- 
lation, wss postponed until Wednes- 
day morning at 11 o'clock. 

As soon as the clerk had finished 
reading the code bill, introduced by 
Senator Longworth, and the reading 
of which occupied nearly the entire 
morning session, Mr. Thompson se- 
cured the recognition of the chair and 
introduced a bill to repeal Ihe .loiie.^ 
law enactid last winter, which reliev- 
ed railroad companies from maiiifaln- 
Ing arc lights at railroad crossings 
in cities, and throwing thto expense 
upon municipalities. 

Finally on Mr. I.ongworth's own mo- 
tion, fuitlier C()nsi<lerai ion of his ino 
tion to reject the bill was postponed 
until Wednesday at 11 a. m. The vote 
on this motion at that time will de- 
termine whether the doors will be 
opened to all .--oris of lei'islaiion. 

In the house a resolution was adf)pt- 
ed to provide for a committee of 1" to 
whom all bills should be referred. 
This means that the old committee on 
municipal aflairs, of which Mr Cum- 
Ings was chairman, will not no\ a 
"whack" at the cotle. The speaker 
win announce the apiKitntment later. 

When introduction of bilto were 
called for Mr. Giu rin sent a hill to 
the clerk's desk to r> < nact the su- 
preme COitft bill. This measure was 
read for its second time and referred 
to the special committee. Then Mr. 
Guerin introduced two ntlier bills, 
each affecting appeals .ind pb ii.lin!;9. 
The aci. cairies out the oripinal plana 
of Judy,e Koyer, and makes eligli)le 
to appeals all t'ae cases made intdigl- 
ble by the passage nf the unfortunate 
measure. 

When rranhlln eo;miy was e:il!ed. 
Mr. Mc.N'amee surprise.! the l.ouae 
with the familiar face of his old vol- 
untary relief bill. This is the bill sev- 
eral times put to sleep by the regular 
session. II seeks t:i alxili'-h the vol- 
iintary relief syBtems in vogue on the 
Pennsylvania and Baltimore and Ohio 
railroads. 

Mr. Comings introduced the Nash 
code bill, which wat< sent to the clerk's 
desk and read M once. Mr. York will 
introduced the state board of com- 
merce municipal code bill. 

Senator Hanna arrived in Colum- 
bus, where he will confer with Gov- 
ernor Nash and leading Republican 
members of Ihe state legislature in 
reference to Ihe new municipal code 
being now under consideration.

ENORMOUS MILITARY EXPENSE. 

The coet uf the regular array wae, in 
18it7, nearly f VmXX1,()00. At the end of 
the laat fiacal year, June 30, the bill was 
f 117,(100,000, or nearly foar timea larger 
than \s as that of flYe yeara ago. 

The ligarea are appalling. Look at 
them for a moment and reflect npon what 
they mean. Itisthie: Nearly one-half 
of all the money raised by the tariff on 
foreign gooda— 1800,000 per day— ia eaten 

up by the Hrmy. To jiiit it in another 
way, every man, woman aud child in the 
Republic is taxed nearly $2 15 each to 
aapport the military eatabiiahment. 




THE COST OF LIVING. 

While the Kepublicana are abouting 
proaperity and telling what grand thiaga 
the tariff has done for the iaborinK man 
there romes a discordant note from Maasa- 
chnaetta. The Boreaa of Statlatica of 
that State waa not willing to subserve 
the Bepablican Campaign Bureau at the 
expense of truth, as a branch of the Cen- 
aoa Office baa done, and ita atatistics 
ahow actual conditions instead of faked 
tlKures. In reviewing the report of that 
body, the Chicago Tribune aaya: 

"The bureau flndi that the coat of 
liviag la 190e has iocreaaed noticeably aa 
conpwed with 1887. There baa been 
an inuneaae of 11.1 (i per cent in the price 
of food, of 16 07 per cent, in the prices of 
dry goods and boota, of 52.43 per cent, in 
rents, and of 9.78 per cent, in the price 
of fuel.

Showers visited nearly all sections of 
the State during the first of the week ; 
tbia waa followed by dry and very cool 
wt atlicr. The rainfall was very benefi- 
cial, especially in the drouth-stricken 
eountiea of the aouth-oentral and weat- 

ern di.itricts. 

Corn show ti considerable improvement. 
The drouth had nearly ruined aome of 
the early fields in the dry eountiea, but 
the later planting is quite promising. 
Warm weather is needed to mature and 
ripen it. The crop for the whole State 
will probably be above the average. 

Tobacco has improved considerably, 
but is not in a satisfactory condition. It 
ia very irregular, aome flelda being fairly 
good and others very poor. The hurley 
districts report more favorable condi- 
tiona than the dark tobacco coontloa of 
the western section, but the crop, as a 
whole, will be far below the average in 
yield and 1 1 uality. Cutting haa bagna ia 
the early fields. 

Special reports on apples and peachea 
w tTH received this week. They indicate 
that peachea are practically a failure, 
not averaging more than 5 per cent, of a 
full crop. AppUjB are very poor, prob- 
ably falling below 25 per cent, of an aver- 
age crop. Breckinridge and Meade 
countie.-' are about the only OOUntiaa ra* 
porting good apple crops. 

Gardena, pastures and meadowa are 
improving since the rains. Irish pota- 
toes are very good and sweet potatoes 
very fair. There ia a fair hemp crop and 
cutting haa begun. Sorghum ia doing 
well. 

Plowing for winter wheat is pro g raaa 
ing and farm work is well up.
